I am of the opinion that sev­ 
eral witnesses, indeed all the real testi­ 
mony upon which the case hinged, hart 
been induced to testify for a consider­ 
ation. 
I am thoroughly convinced that 
two or more of them were purchased. 
All fairminded people could see clearly 
that Camden Sommers, grandson of 
the late G. I). Camden, was at the bot­ 
tom of and instigator of this proc edure. 
Soon after Judge Camden m arried my 
present wife Mr. Sommers and others 
started out ou a career of persecution 
by anonymous letters aud newspaper 
stories. 
"Indeed, prior to Mrs. Atkinson’s 
marriage to Camden she was annoyed 
with anonymous letters w arning her 
not to m arry Camden. 
Furthermore, 
when the will of Judge Camden was 
about to be probated she received vari­ 
ous letters threatening newspaper pub­ 
lication unless a large sum of money 
was paid, iu which case it was prom- 
j ised nothing would be said or published 
I relative to her. 
Prior to her marriage 
to me a similar anonymous lefter was 
sent her, threatening newspaper no­ 
toriety. 
"The man who inspired all these pub­ 
lications is well known to be Cutmien 
Bummers, the aforesaid grandson of 
Judge Camden, upon w hose testimony 
the indictment against Mrs. Atkinson 
was solely founded and who appeared 
as the principal prosecuting witness in 
this case. 
In my unbiased judgm ent 
Mrs. Atkinson is guilty of no crime 
whatever, most certainly not the crime 
of aiding aud abetting in uttering the 
forged pupers eharged against her in 
the indictment.
